John Obrien, 2C, a forrrer merrber of the 113th "llttary 
Intelligence Group based In Fvanston, a northern suburb of Chicago, 
testified in a U.F. Tistrlct Court hearing on a suit filed 
by the American Civil Liberties Union against top Army officers 
Including Gen. William C. 7,'eatmo reland, Army chief of staff. 

The hearing la on a motion by the ACLU for a preliminary injunction 
to force the Army to halt the surveillance. 

O'Brien was discharged in June but he said he visited his former 
unit last month and learned that surveillance activities continued. 

Col. Joseph Falser Jr., commander of the 113th and a defendant, 
said vonday that surveillance was discontinued In June In accordance 
with an Army directive. 

O’Brien testified he gathered Intelligence during the October 
1963 violence in Chicago triggered by the Weatherman faction 
of students for a Temocratlc Society and once maintained eurveillance 
on the home of a prominent businessman who was entertaining members 
of the Btudent voblllzatlon Committee and Veterans for Peace.

Pews Fervice, Washington, T. r '., said the Army general counsel 

told him the Army maintained four computer data banks of Information 

on civilians. 

Ptout said he Interviewed Fobert E. Jordan 110 earlier this 
month and that Jordan said data banks were situates at Ft . 
yonroe, Va.s Ft. Hood, Tex., and Ft. Holablrd, Yd. 

Ptout quoted Jordan as saying the computer banks were ordered 
destroyed but that codes of the information on the two banks 
at Ft. Holablrd were forwarded to the Justice Tepartment. 

Stout also quoted Jordan as saying that Information collected 
on civillane was ‘‘beyond the need of the Army.** 
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
